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order to enter into a controversey 
with him. And sometimes, he directs 
his attacks against Arab Nationalism- 
and this confirms our views that the 
writer desires our advanced Arab 
caravan to halt. And sometimes, we 
notice him doing his utmost to attack 
the personality of presedent Nassir- 
He accuses him with individuality, o r 
the dictatorship to break our confid" 
ence in our leader, hoping that this 
will bring him out of his hateful disease 
On a complete reading of the 
book, we are inevitably led to the 
conclusion that the primary motive 
of the author of this book was not 
to serve the cause of education as 
he purports to do but was surrepti- 
tious means to achieve the cause of 
Imperialism and the Imperialists. This 
is further evidenced by certain 
characteristics of the author himself 
such as : 

1 — The hatred towards Islam 
by the author Mr. Raymond Charlie. 

2 — His hatred towards the 
Arabs. 

3 — His enmity towards the 
Arab leader Gamal Abd El-Nassir. 

On a careful Scruting of this 
book one is led to conclude that it 
has no relation either to science or 
religion. It is nothing but a plan 
envisaged by the colonialists and 
imperialists to draw one to a futile 
debate and argument through this 
writer. Indeed, the above mentioned 
chacastaristics of the author are 



manifest throughout his book and 
abounds with lies and prejudices. 

In my poinion, the^cecond hypo- 
thesis is borne out by the authors 
Statements. Surely, we must consi- 
der that the imperialists have endea- 
voured to the best of their abilities 
to destroy what has been construc- 
ted by the occupied countries through 
interference in their affairs which 
they consider their avowed duty and 
according to their speech as a matter 
of right. 

Hence, it is not astonishing to 
find a situation when the imperialists 
divert the rivers of those countries 
where Dams and irrigation projects 
are under construction, It is no less 
a surprise also to see them influence 
the thoughts of those peoples to veer 
them in support of their policies. 

Upon a consideration of all 
these facts, we are led to conclude 
that this book was primarly intended 
to distract the attention of Muslim 
authors who devoted thetnselvei to 
spot light the current problems facing 
Muslim countries. It was intended to 
dissuade them from expressing their 
feelings and opinion and on the 
contrary to compel them to write and 
to listen to the dictates of London, 
Paris and Washington just as Mr. 
Raimond Charlie has been influen' 
ced to direct the thoughts cf the 
Muslim peoples to serve the cause 
of imperialists and for the benefits 
of imperialism. 
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the Muslim Society. They paid full 
attention to the stationary aspict, 
while ignoring the active one in their 
considiration. As a result, this leads 
to a bad out look with regard to the 
islamic world in one of its two as- 
pects : either because he cannot 
conquer the laziness, or because he 
cannot adjust ihe wrong direction. 
The. writer persona! comparison: 

If we suppose that the book 
contains teachings, we shall know 
that the fault has arisen not from 
out, but from itself. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Raimond 
Charlie does not write according to 
the freedom of thought and the 
dictation of the heart, as it is the 
duty of the writer who devotes his 
life and struggle for the service of 
science and fact. 

Therefore, he compells us to 
doubt his scientifical ability and 
spirit, in spite of what is written in 
his book of the virious knowledges. 
Consequently, we find that he con- 
tradicts himself in many parts of 
his book. 

As for example : 

He refers to in page 8. that 
Islam is the sol religion whose follo- 
wers enhance daily in our present 
time. And at the same time, he stal- 
es in page 70. that the religion of 
Mohamad is the only one threatened 
by the wave of secularly which is 
sweeping the world in our present time. 



From this, we conclude that the 
writer either contradicts without 
paying any attention to it, or creates 
immaginative contradictions. For 
instance, he tries in the page 38. to 
show the reader his mistakes with 
regard to the spirit of Islam which 
means that God is over his creatur- 
es, and at the same time considers 
Him with them. Indeed, Mr. Charlie 
does not understand that the Muslims 
consider God over everything, and 
at the same time, believe that He 
is nearer to them than the vein of 
throat. 

This shows that the writer has 
gone astray, and as a result, he 
compels us to ignore his views in 
view of his contradictions. He makes 
us feel that Science is not — merely— 
knowledges written in a book. 

The second hypothesis : 

If we consider that the book 
contains teachings, then it is indeed 
a misconception, Surely, we consider 
Mr. Charlie the man who sacrifices 
his conscience and his scientifical 
honesty for the benefits of the impe- 
rialists. His aim is to dislruct our 
attention from the field of construc- 
tion to the square of debate and 
contradiction. 

Sometimes, we notice through- 
out his writings that he criticizes 
Islam by a method wherely we can 
conclude that he is baiting us n: 
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Under these circumstances, we 
shall ask : Do the book of Mr. Raim* 
end Charlie of any benefit to us ? I 
am sorry, if my answer is in the 
negative. Whether we appreciate i l 
or not, I am quite sure that it ha s 
no benefits to us, and I think, it 
will not be of any benefit to the 
others as well. 

The first hypothesis : 

If we suppose that the book is 
for studying, we must admit that it 
contains the following three defects : 

1 The title. ' 

2 — The method of treatment 

in the book. 

3 — The personal Comparison 

of the writer throughout 
the book. 

The wrong title : 

As regards the title, the writer 
has repleced the term " Islamic 
Society " which is the Subject of his 
book, with the word " Islam ". 

Our criticism will be futile, if 
this error, is merely a literal mistake- 
Nevertheless, it means that the writer* 
by using his special term, is follo- 
wing the footsteps of other European 
writers. The term leads them to an 
insensate change of the Subject, 
and this in turn leads to the mental 
confusion between the Islamic Social 
facts which are subject to rise and 
decline according to certain time 
factors, and the other facts of Islam 



which are unexposed to the evolution 
as we understand it. 

This confusion leads us to judge 
religion by the crimes which are 
committed by its followers, or rather, 
to judge the virtues of the creator, 
by the misdeeds of the creature. 

The Quran affords the right 
Solution in the holy verse "Whatever 
good ( a man ) Happens to thee is 
from they ( own ) Soul ". 

The wrong method of treatment 
in the book ; 

Since the H) tli Century, in 
Spite of their culture which had 
accepted the evolution principle, 
either in physics Since the time of 
Darwen, or in Social and economical 
Sciences Since the time of Brodon, 
The European writers who Studied 
the Islamic Sciences, refused to apply 
the evolution of principles in their 
studies. 

In this respect, we notice that 
the writers, like Mr. Raimond Charlie 
Study the present Social Conditions 
of Islamic Society, not in the context 
of its historical evolution, hut as a pe- 
rmanent condition which the Muslim 
Society, not only can not get rid of 
but is also destined to live it. This 
gives us a clear idea about the 
European writers and their misconce- 
ptions of Islam and Muslims. They 
believe in the evolution theory, but 
do not apply it in their studies of

The general banc : 

We shall have misunderstood, 
if we consider that what the 
Orientalists wrote about Islam was 
to preach the Islamic virtues among 
their European Citizens.

The works of this scholar or 
that professor, sometimes benefits 
the Muslims. This is because one of 
them — whatever was his aim — 
enlightened some points that had an 
effect on Islamic society, while the 
other devoted his life to explain the 
words of the holy Qur'an to place 
within the hands of unmemorizer be 
that Muslim or non-Muslim, 
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connection Aisha, the prodhet's wife 
said "Your prophet has repudiated 
from those who divise the religion 
and wage was against each other •' 
and then she recited His glorious 
aaying " Those who splitted their 
religion and bacame sects, they wil, 
be judged by God who will teli 
them of what They have already 
done. 

The ten commandments in the 
Koranic chapter of the catties inclu- 
de a verse which says : Surely this 
is my straight path follow it and do 
not follow their pathes for they will 
lead you away from Him. Thus Allah 
exhorts you so that you may guard 
yourselves against evil 1he Muslim 
scholars Ahmed and El Nasaiy relat- 
ed that ihe prophet drew a straight 
line and said this is the straight 
path then he drew several other lines 
on both sides of the first one and 
said : "and those are all the ways of 
Satan who do his best in order that 



they may be followed then he reci- 
ted the verse ; "Surely this is my 
straight path follow it and do not 
follow their pathes for they will lead 
you away from Him" and the verse 
"do not be as those who disunited 
and disagreed among themselves 
after the revelation of our signs to 
them". 

The Koran has taken great care 
of warning the nation against the 
disunity and the dissension because 
they are fatal evils that lead nations 
to an utter decay.

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and it happend that it was contr- 
adicted by three parties : the dis- 
believer contradicted it by denying 
it, its consealer contradicted it by 
his concealment and the innovator 
contradicted it by introducing the 
meanse to leave what God clarified 
and to conceal what He explained. 

As for what be fall the innova- 
tor's followers it is their deprivation 
from recompense because they wor- 
shipped God by Ihe innovations that 
he did not sanction or permit and 
because they postponed the prophe- 
tic traditions ( ways } by their adop- 
tion of innovations the matter which 
made them participate in the complete 
disappearance of the religion. They will 
be severly punished for that as rela- 
tes the verse " When they face their 
punishment the leaders will disown 
their followers, and the bonds which 
now unite them will break asunder 
Those who followed them will say 
" could we but live again we would 
disown them as they have now dis- 
own us. Thus Allah wilt make them 
see their own deeds with remorse 
but they Shall never come out of 
the Hell „ and the verse " On the 
day when their heads will nil in 
Hell they shall say would that we 
obeyed Allah and the Apostle, and 
they shall say Lord, we obeyed our 
masters and our great ones but they 
lead us away from the right path. 
Lord let their punishment be doubled, 



lay on them a mighty curse ". As for 
what be fall the religion itself because 
of innavotion, it is the ambiguity of 
many of ifs precepts and tenets and 
the distortion of its beauty. The 
occurring ambiguity leads to the 
desertion of the relgions and the 
distortion in its turn baves the way 
to its coutempt and neglection. This 
is clearly manifested in the innovation 
of the Sufi orders and the others 
that exhibit the religion in away 
imconsistent with its beauty and soli- 
mnity. Innovations may repeatedly 
propagate, substitute for, the religion 
and bacome the follwed religion. The 
more innovations prevail the more 
the religions fade away and this is 
how the previous religions have 
disappeared and how their followers 
were parverted from them. Therefore 
the Koran rebuked those who change 
the meaning of this words and con- 
ceal many of this precedts. 

As for what befall the nation 
through which innovations dominate 
enemity and hatred will he instilled 
in the hearts of its people, because 
the followers of the innovations will 
do their best to plead them while the 
defenders of the prophetic way will 
guard it and present it purely and ex- 
plicitly the mathcr which results in the 
division of the nation into parties and 
sects. The conflict between those sects 
may be so tense that they may excom- 
municate and kill each other. In this 
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<hem altogether It was related that 
Hodhayfa (may God be pleased with 
him) had taken tv*,o stones and put 
the one on the other and said "do 
you see anv light between these two 
stones ?" they answered '*() son of 
Abd Aliah we do not see between 
then but a irii'ie gleain of light'" 
then tie said "upon the name of 
my Lord who held my soul in Ins 
hand innovations will exist so den- 
sely that one will not be able to see 
of tin* truth except such slight 
traces" It was also related that the 
son of Abbas said : "As ysars pass 
on people shall add innovations and 
desert the prophetic tradition (way) 
till come a time when innovation reac- 
hs a cornpcrhensive prevalence while 
the prophetic trditions are domed to 
an utter absence. 

There existed genuine traditions 
that charge the innovator*? of 
the complete responspility of his in- 
novation and declare his deprivation 
of any reward for it. It was related 
that yahya sou of yahya mentioned 
the hieghts (in the hereafter) and i's 
people and said "they are poeple 
who aimed at s^me sort of good but 
missed" then it was said to him : 
"0 father of Mohamed may it be 
hoped that their endeavour will be 
rewarded ?" he said 'There will be 
no reward for the deviation from 
the prophetic tradition (way) and 
this is self-evident because no one 



could reach God's pleasure except by 
doing his religious obligations and 

enjoinments as they were prescribed. 

There will be no gurrdon beyond 
these. There also existed genuine 
tradition that states the innovator's 
deprivation from the intercession 
. of the prophet in the day of 
judgement. In this concern the prop- 
het said "the culbable and who soe- 
ver defend him are accursed bv God, 
the Angels and the whole people. 
El-shatby said "The innovator will 
share the curse with the apostate. 
He has no excuse so far as he 
acknowledged the truthfulness of the 
prohet and the comperhenssive 
explanation of God's revelation God 
said in this relation :"How God guide 
a people who apostated after they 
have acknowledged Mohamd's mess- 
age ... etc until his saying" theose 
are accursed by God, the Angels and 
the whole people. 

The innovator is also like this 
who consealed what God had reve- 
aled and drafted in his Book as is 
shown by the verse :"'Those who cone- 
eal God's revelation in the book are to 
be accursed by God, the Angels an the 
whole people Conceive the subject of 
similari'y between the innovator and 
the two mentioned parties, that is 
the contradiction with the devine 
legislator in the Bouk what He re- 
vealed and in the laws what He 
legislated. Tins is so because God 
clarified His religion to its followers 
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of deviation error and foolishness so 
accept what the knowing and pious 
had accepted before''. 

If the innovator sees that his 
innovations are for the good of the 
people in their religion he should be 
greiviously sorry for himself because 
of his attitude towards the innovations 
of whice error the devine legislator 
was completely aware if innovation 
emplies this bad position in the two 
points of consideration namely.the usu- 
rpation of the right of legislation and, 
the assumption of the position of 
those who attripute infirmity and 
unperfectness to the religion. It leads 
people to believe in what is alien to 
religion and this is the deceiving 
confusion that duped many of the 
peoPle of the scriptures and pervert 
them with many others from the 
way of guidance and wisedom in this 
connection the Koran adressed them 
saying "O people of the book ! Why 
do you confound the truth with the 
false and knowingly hide the truth ?" 
and "Some wrangle obout Allah 
though they have neither knowledge 
nor guidance nor devine revelation. 
They turn their backs in scorn and 
lead others astray from Allah's path. 
Such men shall incure disgrace in 
this life and taste the torement of 
Hell on the day of resurrection 
"This" we shall say, "is the reward 
of your misdeeds. Allah is not un- 
just to his servants. 



From this the innovator was both 
an errant who is responsiple for his 
own tieed and a deceiver who is 
charged with the deeds of the fol- 
lowers of his innovation. In this 
aspect God said "Let them carry 
all their sins and a lot of the sins 
of those whom thev dupe unknow- 
ingly'' and the genuine tradition 
said "Who soever introduce a bad 
way is to be responsiple for its 
bad effects and for the sins of 
those who adopt it " Another tra- 
dition referred also to this saying 
" Whenever a soul is killed Man 
is responsiple for it because he was 
the first who commits this crime '* 
This tradition bear a clear evidence 
that who legislate what displease 
God and his messenger is like the 
first Man in shouldering the rospon- 
sipility of Killing the sou! wrongly 
because the denunciation of kil- 
ling is not only due to itsharm- 
ful nature but due to that it is 
also a bad action that disleap* 
ses God and does not consist with 
the prophetic way. If the inno- 
vator did not perceive the bad 
effects caused to the religion by 
his innovation, he would not have 
failed to recognize that he contri- 
buted to the killing of the pro- 
phetic traditions (ways) because it 
has been stated that the avoidance 
of innovaton is enjoined by the 
prophetic tradition (way) This is so 
because it is impossible to carry out 
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assigned only to God no matter 
whether it was aimed at by the 
innovator or not. 

The Arab infidels had com- 
mitted this usurpation as veil as 
the scholars and m:mks <_f the 1 people 
of the scriptures. They all were 
denounerl by the Koran that related 
to us some of what the iniidels had 
legislated saying in the chapter if 
cuttle "'They say : These animals and 
these crops are forbidden none may 
eat of them save those whom we 
permit- so they asselr. And there are 
other beasts which they prohibit 
men from riding, and there are others 

over which they do not pronounce 
the name of Allah, thus committing 
a sin against Him, Allah will punish 
them for their invented lies* They 
also bay the offspring of these beas- 
ts is lawful to our males but not to 
our females, But if it is stili-born 
they all partake of it Allah will 
punish them for what they impute 
to Him he is wise and ad-knowing'' 
and in the chaj.ter of bees "Do not 
falselv declare" Tins is lawful and, 
this is forbidden in order to invent 
falsehood about Allah. Those whj 
invent falsehood about Allah shalj 
never prosper" In the enterpretation 
of the verse "The)- adopt their scho- 
lars :"ud preists god;-; other than 
Aiiah" it was said mat \':vv did not 
adore them but see their opinion so 



ihey conferred upon ihein the devine 
right of legislation. 

No doubt the behaviour of the 
innvator in legalizing and iliegalaz- 
ing -vhat he pleases without any 
proof, and in urging people 10 accept 
his innovations is the same as the 
behaviour of those who usurp 
Go(l,S right of legislation. The in- 
novator in this field is considered 
a usurper of the right of legislation 
assigned only to God. In this respect 
he poses himself in the position of 
(hat who assume either that the de- 
votions revealed by God in order to 
enable his servants to approach Him 
are deficient and try to do away 
with this deficiency or that Mohamed 
peace be upon him has betrayed die 
mission of which lie concealed some 
that would enable its adherents to 
approach the pleasure of their God. 
The leading scholar Malik hay said 
in this regard : "Wkosever invent a 
hectic in Islam is assuming that 
Mohamed pe frayed the mission bec- 
ause Allah says : "This day 1 have 
perfected your religion for you" 
and that what was not a religion in 
that lime is not also a religion to day, 

Omar son of Abd El Aziz said 

in Pds let.er to Adey son of Arta 1 - : 
"Folio tin 1 wo 1 ' i di" prophet bera- 
use it w..s a,l-....'",-o by ,k< so n'":o 
knew what it. emodud in its avoidance 
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As for the secmd cause of the 
propagation of innovation, namely 
the laxity of the scholars in explain- 
ing the Muslim jurisprudence. It is 
the resposibility of the scholars who 
gave their covenant to God to ful- 
fil it, to explain to people what was 
revealed for them but they committed 
the guilty of leaving it unaccomplished. 

The majority of the scholars 
neglected for a long time their re- 
ligious duty upon which relies the 
maintainence of the religion clear from 
deformation. They neglected their duty 
either because of their incabability 
and fear of the majority's discontent 
or because of their indifference of 
the anonymous duty. They, in beha- 
ving so, foil wed the saying : leave 
creature to their creator.) Their 
neglection may be attriputed also 
either to their heedlessness or their 
knowing that this duty was anony- 
mously imposed duty which is 
characterized by the fact that if it is 
fulfilled by some the others will be 
relieved from it its obligation. 

When the scholars were silent 
and when the people were accustom- 
ed to the scholars' silence and heed- 
lessness concerning whatever people 
do. People thought that what they do 
is the religion and it was difficult 
to drive them away from what they 
were accustomed to, to the right 
that they had deserted. 



God has warned the scholars, 
against trifling the explanation and 
neglecting the enjoinment of good 
and the prohibition of evil so en- 
ough to urge them to strive against 
the innovation wherever it existed 
and to do their best to defend their 
religion against the tempests of 
whims. 

Let us hope that we will Find 
fn this arlcle what drow our attention 
to our duty and rescue us from the 
woes that have befallen us. 

The second chapter 
The bad effects of innovation 

If the bad effects of innovation 
do not affect persons other than the 
innovator its matter would be trifle 
and its losses could be tolerated. But the 
bad effects of innovation have amongst 
them that which affect tlie innovator 
and his followers, that which affect 
the religion and that which affect 
the nation through which prevails 
the innovation. The sort that affect 
the innovator is the usurpation of 
the right of legislation which is con- 
fined to God only, because the inn- 
ovator assume that people are obli- 
ged to follow a certain innovation 
so he plead it and urge its applica- 
tion. In this aspect he put himself in 
the position of the devine legislator 
and this is a usurpation of a right 
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are not to permit ourselves to consi- 
der the tradition and leave the dev- 
otions and ways of devotions we 
are accustomed to. 

This viewpoint propagated am- 
ong people and made them follow 
the heretics and desert the way of 
the prophet. The innovators justify 
their behavior by repeating a fam- 
ous quotation forged by the in- 
novators themoelues so as to propa' 
gate their heretics this quotaiion says 
" This who imitate a scholar meet 
his God safe ". They forgot that imi- 
taion is only allowed on condition 
that it should search for truth and 
be modified according to the trnth 
when it proved to be wrong. They 
also forgot that all the leading 
scholars warned their followers agai- 
nst the attachment to their opinion 
when there is a genuine opposing tra- 
dition. They also missed that this 
conduct was denounced by God in 
the holy Koran when He rebuked 
those who made it a religious prin- 
ciple to follow their fathers and an- 
cestors and to reject the proofs of 
the mission. 

This rebuked conduct is repre- 
sented in the verse, " we have found 
our fathers following a faith and 
we are following their foot steps". 
They missed also that the adherence 
to the opinion of the scholars to such 
an extent is a sort of believing in a 



god other than Allah, This is 
the behaviour of the followers of 
scholars and monks as the verse 
says, " Tkey made their schclaTS and 
monks their Gcds other than Allah". 
In this connection the followers of 
innovation missed that the consensus 
of opinions included in the sources 
of legislation must be followed. 

Many people think that the ac- 
tions of the majority especially ii they 
were, followed throughout the succe- 
ssive gnerations, propagated among 
the different classes and prevailed in 
mosques, communities and scholars 
clubs, are a form of the consensus 
of our Muslim nation. And since it 
has been said that Muslim nation does 
not accept to follow an errant action 
these people said that, what is acce- 
ted by the masses of people is not 
to be rejected even if there are 
contradicting proofs. However, this is 
a misunderstanding of what is meant 
by the consensus of opinion. Owing 
to this misunderstanding they adhered 
firmly not only to innovation but 
also to what are forbidden on the 
assumption that these are acceptable 
matters at have been sanctioned 
by the the scholars the matter which 
proved that they are lawful. Great 
unmber of innovations prevailed thr- 
ough this way such as the Saint's 
hairs, congngationa! ( Dhikr ) and to 
the hiving of what are known 
be of the true religion while they 
are really alien to it. 
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which say? : "Our ;<n'vn!pr!ge and 
religious science are kept unci main- 
tained by the fair adhernts through the 
successive generations who removed 
from them the disformity introduced 
by the exagerators, 'he inventions of 
the errants and the misinterpretations 
olf the ignorence" In this tradition 
the disformity introduced by the ex- 
agerators alludes In blind prejudice 
and rigidity, 'die invention of the 
errants alludes to the trust of the 
human mind and the misinterpretat- 
ions of ignorance alludes to the 
ignorance of the sources and of the 

wavs of the ; r understanding.

The cmises thai lead to the 
Propagation of Innaim iio 1 1 

The propagation of innovation 
is due to two things that jeopardize 
the integrity of the religions and 
expose them to deformation either 
by encreasement or by dccrea<eme- 
nt to their tenets. 

The first of these two is the 
conficdnce in the f alible being. The 
other is the laxity in explaining the 
Islamic jurisprudence as it was deli- 
ver d and planned by the prophet 
peace be upon him. It happened that 
we see many of those who belong 
to Sufi orders and see that they are 
ordered by their chiefs to do thing 
alien to Islamic laws. They may 
think that their chiefs' orders are 



legislations revealed by God to his 
priviledged servants, that their chiefs 
do not do except the right and do 
not say except the truth and that 
the known jurisprudence is assigned 
to the common bdievers while their 
practices and ways are also another 
jurisprudence special for the choosed 
faithfuls. So they follow whatever 
their chiefs say as if it wsre the near' 
est way to God's pleasure. The confi- 
dence in the [edible being may also 
be seen in the case of the followers 
of the jurists who study their works 
and believe in their infalibilsty. They 
accordingly hold fast to all their 
opinions even if their is an original 
tradition different to their leaders, opi- 
nions. There existed people who 
exagerate in uplifting their scholars 
and composers by vertue of theirc 
heritage of opinions and works. They 
believe in the rightousness of their 
chiefs' opinion saying : If their opini- 
ons were wrong they would not have 
been followed throuhg our the ages 
and would have been denied by the 
former scholar and leaders." They 
also said that we are not entitled to 
consider a tradition different from 
the opinions of die leading scholars 
or contradicting their established 
works because their scholars are 
more knowing than us and even 
more clever in understanding and 
interpreting the tradition. So we 
have nothing to do with it and we 
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misunderstanding of mind or thinking 
that mysteries are justifications for 
legislation, it is also caused by the 
desire to push away an abominable 
action or to do away wi»h the in- 
difference to certain desired religious 
actions. 

Innovation may gain approval 
in order to pervert people from 
doing this prohibited actions on 
the allegation that practising such 
innovation is preferable to the open 
practice of the prohibited ones. 
Reading Koran loudly in the mosques 
is an example for these innovations. 
This reading aims at preventing 
people from speaking nosense in 
the mosques. 



There is a sort of innovation 
aiming at the inereasement of God's 
reward by means of overloading the 
muslim by making him does 
actions similar to devotions. This 
kind of innovation may sometimes 
take the form of annexing the un- 
enjoined actions to the enjoined ones 
hecause these annexed actions ex- 
agerale in acheiving the religious 
object such as fasting without eating 



of these warnings and invented de- 



religious duties on the same level as 
the obligatory ones. There have 
come many warngs against these, let 
us offer an example to these the 
tradition which says : "1 wonder why 
some people avoid the actions 
that I do myself, on my God's name 
] am the mo^t knowing and God 
fearing of thrm and nevertheless 
I practise these actions". And the 
tradition which says : Do not exoner- 
ate in this religion lest God should 
impose hard obligations on you". 

The prophet reproved Ibn Omar 
and the group who were no* satisfi- 
ed of the amount of his devotion 
mid meant to perform the hardest of 
them. Some people were not aware 



votions or ways of devotions. They 
practised these invented ones, enjoi- 
ned their followers to practise them 
as if they were parts of the religion. 
They ignore that the real approach to 
God is attained by the rigorous at- 
tachcmeiit to His orders and laws. 
They ignore also that the ways of 
approaching God is limited to what 
j was revealed uv Him and delivered 
! by His hones! prophet. Their men-

mentioned causes of innovations Lre 
all encompassed in the tradition 
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who knows oil abou* ills creat- ' 
ures. Accordin to this principle God j 
has sent his messengers to reveal to j 
peole what please their God and 
what assure their ultimate happiness, 
and to enable them to enjoy their 
share of good in the world and the 
hereafter. 

There exsisted people who 
denied this principle, exalted the 
human mind and uplifted it over its 
real degree. They said that it is the 
divine guide for man. They trust its 
judgements in the revealed questions 
of which he can know nothing. They 
sought its aid in legislation and reje- 
cted the texts that does not appeal 
to it exagerating in that atlitude and 
making it a principle in legislation. 
Accordingly they accepted what is 
not permitted by God, what we do 
not know whether it pleases or dis- 
pleases God, They were aided in 
their innovation by the fact that they 
are in research for the reason d'etre 
or motive of legislation and they 
alleged that these motives were 
aimed at by the religious legislation- 
So they introduce certain devotions 
according to these motives into the 
religion 01 God. 

This is the approbation de- 
nounced by the Prophet and the 
religious leaders. The great scholar 
EI slhafiy said in this connection 



"Approbation is a passion" and if it 
is permitted in religion there is no 
reason to deprive the illetraie thin- 
kers from its appliance. In this case 
legislation would be permitted in 
every aspect of the religious life. 
Every one would have a legislation 
of his own. El-sbafiy said also : 
"Who sees the acceptability of 
opprobation in religious affairs is 
legislating from his own side" He 
meant as the Hayyani said : "That 
who accepted approbation makes 
for himself a legislation other than 
that of God." 

Many of the adhernts of Islam 
have fallen in innovation through the 
lately mentioned cause to the degree 
that many of the unknown aspects 
were rejected while they were enjo- 
ined by original traditons, such as 
the Path to Paradise, the Balance, 
the Resurrection of the body, the 
vision of God and the likeng of 
which conseption mind is incapable 
and lacking the means. According to 
to apprabation of the minor human 
mind many religious tenets were 
deserted under the pretext that there 
exsisted others which are more effec- 
tive in realising their objects. Throng 
approbation many devotions have 
been increased. Such devotions were 
unknown to the eagerest person to 
approach God. 

As innovation throuh trusting 
the human mind is caused by a 
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This sort of innovation prevails 
among tliese who are to obey kings 
wishes so as to aquire the rubbish 
of the world and enjoy it spleasures. 
The greatest number of tricks from 
which religion repudiates may belong 
to this sort. Ir is probable that the 
sultanic call for prayer and such lik- 
ing innovations that do not exist 
except in praying with kings and 
sultans are examples of this sort so 
are the seremonial sending of clothes 
for Kaaba, the conogrigational night 
devotions called the revival of night 
and others which are characterised by 
the intention to satisly a kings des- 
ires or obey the advice of one of his 
retinue. These matters practised by 
the succesive generations gained 
prevailance amingst them and 
became in their opinion creeds for the 
sake of which they disown who 
denounce them. 

The innovators who follow their 
desires belong in their bad condnct 
to those who are addressed by God's 
saying, "Do nut sell my revelations 
for a paltry price and fear me." and 
by, "These who concealed Gods 
revelations in the book and purchase 
for them miserable profit they swal- 
low into themselves naught but fire, 
God will not address them in the 
Day of ressurretion, nor purify them 
Grievions will be their penalty. They 
are the ones who buy error in place 
of guidance ang tprranent in place of 



forgiveness. Ah what boldness (they 
show) for the fire. This is becouse 
that God has sent the Book 
for truth and that who differs about 
the Book are in greivions cleavage." 
In fact following the desies devasts 
religion and do. Away with their 
good. Innovation inspired by it is the 
most sinful sort of innovation in the 
eye of God and the most criminal 
in connection with the truth. How 
whims deviate religions, change cre- 
eds and lead to utter abberration.!

Trusting The, Human Mind in 

the Issues of Legislation ; 

God has sited limits for minds 
after which they can not conceive 
any thing. They are not capable of 
undetstanding every thing. There 
exist among things some which 
mind can not comperhend at all and 
some other things which it can only 
conceive superfacially. Minds though 
so inert do not concord in understa- 
nding the facts which they manage to 
understand. This is due to the differ- 
ence of the individual faculties and 
means of conception. Therefore it is 
necessary as regards the questions 
inaccessible to mind to rely on a 
truthtul teller who force mind to 
believe him by mcanj u- \i[j, amvm- 
ring meracles. 'ihu; ■ v.nJiL'Oii is not 
fulfilled except in the cate of the 
God's messenger because he is 
IMppoited by the omniscient God 
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"Don't you fear God on the 
side of a lover who has a buring 
heart that is broken for you". 

There are several examples 
which clarify how many an innova- 
tion arised from the ignorance of the 
charactnristics of the Arabic langua- 
ge such as the ignorance of the 
caractaristics of vocabulary and style. 
The former scholars has agreed that 
the knowledge of the charactaristics 
of the Arabic language upon which 
depends the understanding of the 
Koran and the prophetic traditions is 
isFential for permitting the practice 
of individual interpretation dealing 
with or approaching the religions 
texts. 

As for the ignorance of the 

rank of analogy among the legislative 
sources, it is self - evident that it 
comes after the prophetic traditions- 
The ignorance of these facts resulted 
in that some people recoursed to it wh- 
ile there were genuine prophetic trad- 
itions that were overlooked by these 
people the matter which paved the way 
to innovation. The investigater of the 
jurists' opinions finds many examples 
for this sort such as the above 
mentioned analogy that was held by 
some people between the caller for 
the prayer and his listeners (hearers) 
in the matter of praising the prophet 
Though there existed certain proph- 
etic traditions enjoining the abstention 



from that, though the order of these 
traditions as you know is proir to 
analogy and though the tradition,:- 
' When you hear the caller for pra- 
yeretc." indicates by its style that 
the hearers are ordered to praise 
the prophet after the call for prayer, 

tallowing The Human Desire In 
Issuing Legistuliue Articles, 

The seaker lor proofs m?iy be 
dominated by certain desires that 
urge him to issue certain laws so as 
to realise his ends consequently he 
would have to submit the supporting 
proofs upon which he relies in his 
argument. Such an errent scholar may 
consider his desire to be so radical 
that he does not scruple to twist the 
texts to serve his desires and he 
would estimates the value of the 
texts according to their concordance 
with them. This is really an invertion 
to the question cf legislation and 
a flagrant violation to the aim 
for which God revealed the h xual 
proofs. The following of human desi- 
re is the main cause of deviation 
from God's straight path. Those who 
are meant by the Koranic verse that 
reads, "Who is more errtno than that 
who follow his desires unguided by 
God.*' and by the original tradition 
that reads, " He is still unbhever 
who does not subject his desire to 
what I came for.'' 
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which intruded into the religion things 
that are completely unknown to the 
formers. Let us mention here for ex- 
ample the tradition which says, "When 
you hear the caller for prayer call 
for prayer say as he says and praise 
me". This tradition is understood by 
some people as an order to the caller 
to praise the prophet after his calling 
without determining way to do that 
other than the same way of calling, 
namily in a loud voice. Accordingly, 
they assume that this tradition pro- 
oves the enjoinment of praising the 
prophet in the known way To pro- 
ove that this tradition emplies an 
order to the caller himself they 
assumed that this is an order to all 
Muslims and the caller is one of 
them or that the prophet's saying, 

" If you hear includes the 

caller because he hears himself- 
These two conseptions of the tra- 
dition show an ignorance of the 
arabic style in such matter because 
in the begining of the tradition the 
calledr is not included at all and 
he is not also included at the end 
because it is based on the begining. , 

Another example of that sort \ 
of innovation is the assumption that j 
the prohibited part of the pig is its | 
meat and not us i> Tease because ! 
Koran prohibited the meat but not \ 
the grease. This it an innovation 
arising from the ignorance that the 
arabic word meat includes grease also. 



Another example is saying of 
some scholars that God has a side, as 
proved by the Koranic verse. "Lest 
the soul should say woe is me in 
that I neglected towards God's side''. 

This is also another innovation 
attributed to the ignorance of fact 
that the Arabs did not use the word 
side to mean a part of the body in 
such a sentense. 

The Arabs say this thing is little 
in the side of that meaning in com- 
parison with that. The scholar El Razy 
has said in his exegisis, "Those who 
say that God has bodily parts 
submit the already mentioned verse 
as a proof. Beware that our proofs 
to deny that God has bodily organs 
are so unmeurors that there is no need 
for their repetition." After the Razy 
had mentioned several quotations of 
the ancestors about what is meant 
by the word side he said, "Be aware 
that the increase of that interpreta- 
tion has no good in heartening the 
hearts or satisfying the thirst. So 
say the side is named so because it 
is a part of thing. Similarly the thing 
which is always related to another 
thing is also similar to its side. Be- 
cause 1 of this similarity between the 
relation of the body and its side and 
the relation of the tiling to its cons- 
tan* quably. th? us? of the word

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There is a trad; Hon rrfering to 
ihis case which says : " God does 
not remove knowledge by removing 
it from the breasts of people but it 
is removed by the death of the sch- 
olars. When there are no scholars 
people would follow ignorant cheifs 
who would give judgments though 
they have no knowledge so they 
will dupe and will be duped." dea- 
ling with this matter came another 
tradition which says: "all the prophets 
who were sent by God to their nations 
before me have had followers who 
traced the way of their prophets and 
carried on their orders but after 
those came a successors who said 
what they did not do and did what 
they did not say, who so ever, stru- 
ggled them by his hand was a believer' 
who so ever struggled them by his 
tongue was a believer, who so ever 
struggled them by his heart was a 
believer and there is no form of faith 
other than these. 

As for the ignorance of how 
and where to apply analogy in legis- 
lation it has caused that people of the 
late jurist apply analogy in issues 
of devotion. By so doing they intru" 
ded into the religin what are com- 
pletely alien to it and what are in- 
consistant with the traditins and 
conduct of the prophet ( though their 
existed a need in doing these matters 
in the time of the prophet. The 
prophet himsely did not practise 



such matters regardless that there 
arose n need in doing and there was 
no hindrance againt doing them ) . 

Let us Take the ( acquittance ) 
atonement for prayers as an exam- 
ple. This atonement was likend to 
the atonement for fastng disregarding 
that the latter has its supporting 
texts while the former has not. 
Those jurists did not stop in that 
matter at claiming the acceptably 
of atonement of prayers but they 
went so far as to submit many 
casuistries to proove this accep- 
tability and ,to support their claim. 
This point of view would make 
prayer a mere form that has niether 
spirit nor effect. 

This sort of innovatin is the 
queerest one, because it invents new 
principles and try to exclude the reli- 
gious obligations. To ochief this 
goal innovation and casuistry are 
resorted to. 

Therefore we must name this 
sort of innovation the compound 
innovation that relieves its applianls 
from the religious obligations and 
entitled them to enjoy the same rew- 
ard as these who believe and do 
gcod deeds. 

As for the ignoranne of the 
linguistic style it resulted in misun- 
derstanding of the texts. The matter 
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fallowers. Seeing that the prophet 
warned the Muslims against this 
gaps and bitterly reproved all those 
who venture approaching them. 

We saw after thorough inves- 
tigation that the ways leading to in- 
novation are either ways leading to 
its creation or causing its application 
and diffusion, we knew also that 
the Islamic jurisprudence has looked 
after both and alluded to the causes 
of each and prescribed the remidy 
that guarantee the purification of 
the religion and the integration of the 
nation. Should this rcmidly be applied 
well it would keep the religion im- 
macule and perfect as it was re- 
vealed from God, delivered by the 
prophet and fallowed by its true 
adherents. 

Innovation as we have already 
stated has three main causes. 

1 — The ignorance of legislat- 
ive sources and of the effective 
ways of understanding and locating 
the legislative items in the original 
main sources. 

2 ■- Fallowing the human des- 
ire in issuing the legislative laws. 

3 — Tnisting the Immuri mind 
in the aspects of religion, 

(1) Tie ignorance of legislative 
sourees and of ways of their unders- 
tanding and location. 



The main sources of religious 
laws are the Koran, the prophetic 

traditions and their annexes namely 

analogy and concensus of opinions. 
Among these source the Koran came 
first followed by the prophetic tradi- 
tions followed by the concensus of 
opinions which is followed finally by 
analogy. 

It is a matter of fact that ana- 
log is not recourse to in the questi- 
ons of devotions because analogy is 
based on the existence of some sort 
of similarity among the matters 
applicable to it while devotions are 
not by any means bound to this 
consideration but they are rigorously 
based on the absolute adoration 
and on the pure ordeal. 

The inlets of voilation throug 
this factor are ascribed to the ignor- 
ance of the prophetic tradition, the 
ignorance of the feild of analogy 
the ignorance of the linguistic style 
and the ignorance of the rank of 
analogy. 

As for the ignorance of the 
prophetic tradition it includes the 
ignorance of the genuine traditions 
and th» ignorance of the rank of the 
proplioiic tiiulitioii in legUltVlicn*

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CAUSES AND BAD EFFECTS 
OF INNOVATION

Many traditions attriputed to the 
prophet peace be upon him aim at 
the warning of innovation. The most 
famous of these traditions is that 
which says " Whosoever intrude into 
our religion that is not making part 
of it is to be disproved". 

The real cause of innovations is 
the desire to create some sort o 
devotions. This created sor! is not 
authentically ascribed to the prophet, 
and void of any considerable legisla- 
tive proof. 

In fact innovation is confined to 
devotions, so there are no innovat- 
ions in customs or in the general 
ways of life. 

Innovation in religion has ranges 
'ending to it and bad effects arising 
from its application. Wise i-nen are 
to exert all their dl'or's to \v.i away 
from doing things that have bad ef- 
fects and to erect bars bet vean 
themselves and causes of bad actions 
in order that they may not bractise 
such abominable things. 



In dealing with the subject o 
innovation we shall clasify it into 
two chapters, one is dedicated to 
the clarification of the causes tha 
insue innovation and cause its pro- 
pagation. The other is assigned fof 
exposing the bad effects of in- 
novation. 

The first chapter, 
causes of innovation. 

It is essential for every religion 
destined to remain clear from defects 
and void of disfiguring, to take care 
of knowing the windows through 
which violation infilterates its pure 
doctrine so as to shut them firmly 
particularly if this religion was foun- 
ded on the base of generality to 
organize numerous peoples different 
in languages, custodies and creeds. 

So did our prophet MoSamed in 
his pure religion He perceived at 
the first step the ways through 
which corruption may intrude into the 
religion and prevail among it* 
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co-operation, their leader* are visit- 
ing and consulting each other, the 
governments are doing their utmost 
to propagate the Islamic culture by 
means of spending money and Hol- 
ding conferences. 

At present time, Al-Azhai gra- 
duates advisors and preachers, esta- 
blishes colleges and institutes and 
publishes religious publications to 
light the way in front of people 
and to show them the right way 
The several religious associations are 
defending the abiding messege and 
preaching it as well. The theologists 
nnd erudites are striving hard to 
serve the faith which is revealed to 
please mankind and to consolidate 
co-operation and peace, 



The pulpit in the mosque, the 
loudspeaker in the brodcasting sta- 
tion and the print in the press are 
declaring the advantages and the 
ability ol Islam in replacing the sat 
tanic society by the good one. The 
evil-ridcler society composed of the two 
blocs : eastern communism and wes- 
tern capitalism. These two blocs ore 



leading the world at the present time 
with thier money, science and Power. 
They led the peoples falsely and 
caused them much troubles. 

The National Union forms Com- 
mitees ol those who possess wen of 
ability and qualifications and who 
follow the guidance of God for the 
favour of the family, to promote the 
Society, to develop the weal'h and to 
increase the power of the government. 

The sprit of all those peoples 
is a part of the sprit granted by God 
to the good and faithful leadership 
wiich, united the people, revived 
the dead, destroyed the system of 
classes gave every one his rights and 
m-ide --- for the first time in the 
history of mankind — the revolution a 
mercilul, constructive and pea- 
ceful one. Moreover, it obliterated 
the fear and hungry, ended the feu- 
dalism, raised the standered el livi- 
ng among the poor and humiliated 
the tyrants. Hence, the people smelt 
the breeze of freedom, and now, they 
can see nothing in front of them 
but the mercy of God. 
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imperialists face tn Far.n j n a great 
battle. In this matter, it war, follo- 
wing the saying of 'he i-hx islamic 
caliph — Abu Rakr -■ u- the Islamic 
hero -- Khalid Ben Al-Wrileed when 
he rent him to Yamamah fighting 
"Fight them with weapons like theirs: 
sword to sword and arrows to 
arrows." 

Islam is the religion of power 
because it — unlike the other religio- 
ns — based on two pillars : religion 
and treatments. Worship makes people 
in permanent contact with God and 
leadership controls the relations bet- 
ween the leader and the people 
Because of these two pillars, Islam 
is considered as a way which leads the 
one to be in peace with himself, ^h^ 
is the constitution which governs the 
society. But without a nation, there is 
no constitution, and without unity 
there is no nation. The Unity depends 

upon the support of religious power, 
and secular authority. 

The deterioration of the leader 
leads to, disunity, division of the 
nation and suspension of the law. 
And this will be followed by a reign 
of terror by a tyrannical government 
or the criminal imperialist. This will 
not only be the result, but the 
religion will be turned also into an 
immaginative worship in the ill-souls 
people or changed into soffism which 
has no relation with the secular life. 



Hence, the light of Islam began 
to reappear and the rise of Muslims 
began in the United Arab Republic, 
especially because it is the first 
Islamic country which is encountered 
by the mercy of God, Who granted 
it the great reformer and guided 
him, to complete its liberation, to 
realize its freedom, to make the 
Unity of Arab its policy and the rise 
of Muslims its messege and to raise 
it to the standerd of the big nations 
in both, political and economical fields 

Consequently, Arabs and Muslims 
became aware of their excellent situ- 
ation, their free homeland and the 
restoration of their authority and will. 
They remembered their previous similar 
condition, when they were the rulers 
and the leaders of mankind, when 
they guided humanity to the straight 
path by the message of God and 
governed it by the constitution of 
his prophet Mohammad, They realized 
that Islam had gone deep in their 
hearts, advised them to respect each 
other as if they are the members of 
one family, requested them to organi- 
ze themselves at war for the cause of 

God, as in the same manner in their 
congregational prayers, and to 
direct their faces towards their aim 
as they direct them towards the holy 
shrine of Mecca. 

Now, the Islamic nations are in 
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in the hearts of its followers they will 
leave the Qur'an and the prophetic 
traditions aside, and I ollow the 

falsehoods of liars. This will result 
in the abandonment of the religion 
in their hearts, and its guidance to 
be changed in their minds. Mere the 
Saying of Ali Ben Abi Talib has its 
place, he said : 'Surely, those people 
wear the religion as well as the 
one who wears a turned fur ". 

They yielded to the destiny, 
and, as a result, they did not take 
any step to protect themselves 
against the dangers. Besides this 
they avoided to work depending 
upon the Fate and subjugating them- 
selves to property and dignity. They 
believed in Governors and conside- 
red them vice-gerents of God. Those 
governors harnessed them for their 
personal benefits, used them for their 
low desires, humiliated them and put 
them under the mercy of the impe- 
rialists who tore their homeland into 
pieces and created artificial leaders 
and barriers amongst them. They also 
created a special flages and emble- 
ms for every nation, and then put 
them under their protection or 
custodianship. 

Bui now, Islam has come back 
after the restoration of its strength 
vthiahcume back to it, after its people 
had believed and accepted its instr- 
uctions and guidance, and further after 



the appearance of the faithful leader 
who possesses the ability to represent 
and protect it. 

Without complete existence and 
liberal will, the belief of the people 
will not be perfect. Without high 
ability and guidance of God, the 
faithfulness of the leader can not be 
realized. Both, the high ability and 
the guidance of God had been goth- 
ered in both our people and our 
leader. 

The past ten years of Nasser's 
revolution marked the end of imperi- 
alism which stunted our thought to th- 
ink and obliterated our values. They 
were the end of the tyrannical govern 
ment which corrupted the manners and 
weakened the good motives. They 
were the commencement of : The 
National liberation which freed the 
souls and bred a new spirit into life > 
the popular government which worked 
for the benefit of the nation, the 
government which revived what is 
good from the ancient and establi- 
shed what is useful from the modern 
on materialistic, rational and spritual 
foundations. The government, which 
harnessed science to serve producti- 
on, used the advices of religion for 
protection and placed the Arabs on 
a high pedestal. 

This government was aware ot 
the fact that victory in modern 
warfare depended on strength. Hence 
it made preparations and met the
